\ Dispensary bill had the floor in, 


the Senate yesterday and, wbttH*' 
the final Issue of the skirmishing 
is not decisive, it is easy to see 


that an interesting battle will be fought 
before the Senators for or against the 
measure will herald a victory or defeat 
to the people. 
Senator Russel's minority report was 


delivered with great emphasis and the 
Senators had ample time to attend to 
their private mall and other business 
while the Russian doctor personally 
conducted from bis lengthy report his 
listeners into Switzerland, Russia, Nor- 
way and other lands. He tended at the 
end, however, and the Senators dis- 
pensed with having toe report read in 
Hawaiian, ,hut referred if to the print- 
ing; committee for 
translation and 


printing and agree* to an armistice un- 
til Wednesday. 


The petitions against the bill were 


not treated with great courtesy and 
were referred to a committee for inves- 
tigation as to the genuineness; of the 
signatures. 


The. hill relating to public school li- 


braries caused considerable discussion, 
but otherwise a great deal of business 
was transacted In a semi-peaceful man- 
ner. 


The following business was done af- 


ter the Senate met at, 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning: The House 'sent three 
bills passed in that body to the Senate 
an9 a communication stating that Sen- 
ate bin 6, relating to forest roads, had 
been indefinitely postponed. 


Mr. Baldwin presented a petition 


with 76 signatures from Haul asking 
that the First regiment, N. O. H., be 
continued.

Mr. Russel presented p-tltiona from 


Olaa and Puna, both asking for appro- 
priations for roads. The first was 
eigned-by- 73 and- the letter «? » pee*'' 
Pie.Mr. White presented the 
following 


petition, signed by 1,280 people: 


We, the ^undersigned ~ citizens, urge 


that in the interests of decency" and 
morality that the members of the 
House or Senate of the Territory i of 
Hawaii do vote against the WB known 
as the "Dispensary bill," believing that 
it will curtail and Infringe upon the 
rights of private citizens and that it 
will increase drunkenness and crime 
and will lead to the opening of numer- 
ous illegal drinking places and houses 
of immoral character, and corruption 
among those entrusted by the Govern- 
ment with its control. 


This petition, together with the fol- 


lowing, signed by 803 p~eople, was 
re- 


ferred to the committee on miscellane- 
ous petitions: 


We, the undersigned citizens, in the 


Interests of order and morality, urge 
that the Senate of the Territory of Ha- 
waii do vote against the bin known as 
the Dispensary bill, believing that it 
wW curtail and infringe upon the rights 
of private citizens, and that u will In- 
crease drunkenness and crime and lead 
to the opening of numerous Illegal 
drinking places and houses of Immoral 
character, and that as a temperance 
measure it will fall short of what is 
claimed by those who are advocating 
temperance reform. 


Senator Russel looked at the peti- 


tions, then he smelt at them, probably 
to see whether "Colonel Mazuma" had 
left his Impress on them, and a heated 
debate arose, Mr. Kanuha, the intro- 
ducer of the Dispensary bill, claiming 
that the signatures could never have 
been obtained if the signers had not 
been deceived, and he berated the man 
who wanted to deprive the Hawaiian* 
of the use of liquor. 


Mr. Cecil Brown stopped the oratory 


of the irate Senator by calling attention 
to the fact that under the rules peti- 
tions were not debatable on the day 
they were Introduced, and then Dr. 
Russel took a hand In deciding the fate 
of the petitions, saying that Senator 
White was the self-constituted chair- 
man of the tommlttee on intoxicants 
and that he objected to the petition* 
being sent to that committee.

leave to submit the following report: 
That the liquor question hi Its various 
aspects, under various systems, condi- 
tions and in various countries has been 
the object of my life-long studies, and 
Senate bill No. 42, now before the Sen- 
ate, was drafted by myself, and is the 
result of those studies. Since the bill 
was printed and published, a number of 
objections to Its passage have appeared, 
both in- the report of the majority of 
ycur committee and in the press. 


While the largest part of the objec- 
tions of the majority constitutes but 
haphazard assertions 
devoid of any 


foundation 
and may be passed over 


without notice, there are some, due to 
Ignorance of the subject or misunder- 
standing, that are worth refuting 


I begin with the objections coming 


from the business quarters, and espe. 
daily from the capitalists, who have In- 
vested their capital in the liquor trade, 
and challenge the majority of your com- 
mittee to show where and how the pro- 
visions of the bill in any manner tres- 
pass upon vested rights. There Is not a 
trace of such infringement, since: 1st 
All licenses issued until the passage of 
the bill are allowed to run their natural 
term. 
2d. All stocks of liquors, that 
are not injurious to the public health, 
and which remain on hand after the ex- 
piration of the license, are taken over 
by the Territory at cost price. As for 
those liquors that on account of inju- 
rious and poisonous ingredients, will 
have to be exported, the Territory can 
not admit their sale here under any 
conditions, if the Board of Health Is do- 
Ing its duty. Were not certain brands of 
beer condemned and the right to sell 
refused 
by the Board of Health not 


long ago on account of the adulteration 
with salicylic acldT Not only In law, 
but in equity, there 
Is no infraction 


whatever. Just the reverse. While shut- 
ting off relatively small private Invest- 
ment In the liquor trade, bill No (1 
opens a wide field for the production of 
liquors. Viticulture, brewing, distilling 
and a large number of new Industries 
depending upon cheap alcohol snob a* 
manufacture of varnishes, extracts, per- 
fumery and fruit preserving which would 
furnish employment to the peopla. 


At present Germany controls the alco- 


hol market and nine-tenths of the alco- 
hol maBufjctarcd is used in the above 
named new Industries and exported In 
the sh*p« of new goods. Why could not 
we- follow their example? If alcohol is 
manufactured In the country, that does 
not me*.n, by far, that It Is consumed as 
a beverage. 


In every branch of business there are 
thre* forms of profit- First profit of 
production: aetond. profit 
of wholesale, 
trade: third, profit of retail trade 


Under present conditions, foreign cap- 
ital has be»ti tbt only beneflc'sry of th» 
first two profit*. The profits of produc- 
tion and tbo*e of wholesale trstfe hsre- 
b+en a complete annual )o*s to the coun- 
try, depict tn» jyr wealth annually by 
no small amoifl^L 


TTnoer th(» Aef No. « sTJ the*e profits 


will remain in tbt country 
As to re- 
tail proflta, Jwrttofort they went mto 


cent, and 01 
luring purposes, it will not exceed 10 
per cent. All the profits will be directed 
into the public Treasury. 
For whatever, useful purposes the Gov- 
ernment may **e flt to apply tfcese new 
resources it will relieve, by so much, the 
burden of taxation. The question, for 
what purpose the new Income win be 
used, Is left open by the bill, because it 
is premature to'provide for the disposi- 
tion of money before it is on hand and 
because the matter requires careful con- 
sideration. It is only intimated by the 
bill that It may be used for school pur- 
poses; but it lies entirely with the people 
of the individual counties to direct it 
against the evil itself, viz: toward the 
establishment of tea and coffee sho.oa, 
reading and lecturing rooms, libraries 
and other Institutions of healthy recrea- 
tion and awakening of mental and spir- 
itual interests in the people. Men drink 
to excess because they feol miserable 
and they feel miserable principally be- 
caus of the lack of higher mental snd 
spiritual Interests, 
It lies with the people to make the Vll 


a. temperance measure If they see fit to 
do so The bill is advanced onlv as a 
public health and public morality meas- 
ure, and as such it will certainly be very 
effective. Prom a public health point of 
view, the mere fact that it insures pure 
and unadulterated goods is sufficient ar- 
gun-ent But there are other more im- 
portant aspects of the subject tending 
toward the same end, into the full con- 
sideration of which I can not enter 
here 
For instance, the transformation 


of irregular drinking into a regular con- 
sumption, against which there are no ob- 
jections so far as public health Is con- 
cerned 
It Is a different thing, whether 
a man consumes hla .pint of beer or wine 
every day at dinner or when he fills 
himself on Saturday- evening with 
the 


whole weekly ration at once. It pro- 
duces different results, although It might 
not materially alter the annual con- 
sumption 
The statement of 
the 
m.x- 


Jorlty 
of your committee, that 
the 


amount 
of consumption 
of liquor in 


South Carolina since the Introduction of 
the Dispensary System has increased, is 
not correct, as It does not take into con- 
sideration the Increase of population, and 
other circumstances. But even If it 
were correct It would only proVe. that 
the Irregular consumption has 
given 


place to the tegular and inoffensive one- 
It is said that reform in the liquor 


traffic was not mentioned In the party 
platforms 
I contend that It was a part 


of the principle of aelf-government All 
the parties pledged themselves to pro- 
vide local se'f-government This bill, by 
putting the whole question of the sale 
of 1'quors in the hands of the voters of 
each precinct gtv« the people the right 
of self-government In one of the Impor- 
tant domains of their e-conomic and mor- 
al life, which Is even more important 
than the pollt'ca! one, and goe* a« far 
a* to confer the right to vote to their 
wives and daughters By this provision 
If fill* the most essential part of the 
program of self-government 
whlctf Is

blow that will be struck at the street 
and road work. 


Road Supervisor Marston Campbell 


and Superintendent of Public Work* 
McCandless held a consultation yester- 
day and it was decided that the rock 
crushers at Kalihi and the asylum 
would have to be shut down, as there 
are Hot funds to keep the machines go- 
ing."It is much to be regretted," said Mr. 
McCandless, "but it cannot be helped. 
We have been economizing In all pos- 
sible directions and by all possible 
means, but there Is no alternative. We 
have even had to economize on the 
'street sweeping, and Mr. Campbell has 
been compelled to put a number of hla 
teams out to pasture. There is simply 
no money to spend on streets and roads, 


I and lamentable as It is, we will slmpl/ 
'have to shut down the machines and 
let the roads go. It will be possible to 
run only one of the crushers at a time 
and Mr. Campbell's experience has 
shown him that more work can be ac- 
jcomplished in a given time by the sta- 
tionary machines than the portable one 
'now at Kalihi. so he will use only the 
one at Makiki, alternating It perhaps 
with the asylum crusher, according to 


now believed to be on the road to re- 
covery.

Warren Stoddard, the ooet of the South 
Seas, had a unique experience With a no- 
torious traveler In Hawaii some years 
ago. 
This was the celebrated swindler 
Ross Raymond, who was arrested 
In 


New Haven the other day. "There u 
at least one thing that can be said in 
favor of Ross Raymond,' and that is that 
he did not spend the enormous sums of 
money he borrowed altogether on him- 
self, but in entertaining bis acquaint- 
ances and the people he called his friends 
on the most lavish and marvelous scale. 


"The 
story of his sudden appearance 
and disappearance In Hawaii sounds like 
an Arabian Nights ^tale. I shall never 
forget It. In the first place, he came to 
Honolulu, not on the regular steamer, 
but In a sailing vessel, and created quite 
a furore on his very landing. Dressed 
in the latest cut from a London tailor, 
carrying toe nobbiest cane imaginable, 
and With a grand old English swagger, 
he emerged from this ungodly vessel and 
made a triumphant progress to the Roy- 


wail's postal service was placed la a 
big furnace especially constructed by the 
Redemption Division for the purpose of 
destroying the postal cards and postal 
stamps of Hawaii's republican govern- 
ment. About a month ago all of the 
Hawaiian uncancelled postage stamp* 
obtainable were burned. Their face val- 
u> was about $68,000, but ifK the Depart- 
ment had had the power to sell them, at 
least $100,000 would have been given for 
•them by enterprising collectors. 
Apropos of stamps, there is a story 
current here of how a Washington cor- 
respondent to one of the San Francisco 
papers had to pay the Government two 
cents and foot the bill for a champagne 
supper. It happened In this wise: 
He 
somehow became possessed of a Cana- 
dian 2-cent stamp, and, being of an In- 
quiring turn of mind, thought to discov- 
er Its value In this country by affixing 
the stamp to an envelope and sending it 
addressed .through the mail. He adopt- 
ed the idea and sent a note to a friend, 
who received it, but with the stamp un- 
c&ncelled. Next day he saw his friend, 
who Informed him of the receipt of the 
note with the uncancelled stamp. Now, 
though It never before had been sus- 
pected that this particular correspond- 
ent was in sympathy with the English, 
he Immediately jumped to the conclusion 
that the officials of the Department had 
sent the letter through the office with 
thf stamp uncancelled out of courtesy 
and respect to the face of the Queen pic- 
tured on the stamp, and he so expressed 
himself In language choice and vigorous 
The outcome of the matter was a wager

Port Collector Stratton received an 


ofUv'ial communication yesterday from 
the Immigration Bureau at Washington 
to the effect that all the native and nat- 
uralized citizens of the Hawaiian1 In- 
lands, irrespective of race, color or'pre- 
vious condition of servitude, are citi- 
zens of the United States, and that the 
wives and children of such, although 
aliens, become citizens and acquire the 
political status of the father, and the 
right to visit and reside in the United 
States, exclusion acts and Immigration 
laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 
i The opinion was called forth by 
lector Stratton's action in the matter 
of the application of two Chinese sail- 
ors on the ship John Currier for ad- 
mission to the United States, on the 
ground that they were natives of the 
Hawaiian Islands. They failed to es- 
tablish their claim to the satisfaction 
of the Collector and they were denied 
a landing. In his report to the 
tary- of the Treasury, Collector 
ton stated that even If the applicants 
had proved that they were natives of 
Hawaii he would not have allowed 
them to land, they being of the Chi- 
nese race. He asked whether In suet 
a contingency the department would 
sustain bis action.

Every restaurant and hotel, according 


to the provisions of the bill, may, and 
undoubterly win, keep liquors for the 
accommodation of tourists, and guests 
and the tourists travel will not in,any 
way be affected.

states, in South Carolina, bnt It has been 
in good running order there for ov^r 
eight years, becoming- so popular that 
it -has been extended to the neighboring 
State of North Carolina.' Massachusetts 
people fight hard against liquor interests 
to introduce the same; Norway, Sweden, 
Switzerland and the whole of Russia 
(not certain provinces, as the majority 
report states) have for long years adopt- 
ed the Dispensary System, and the re- 
ports from a(l those countries are more 
than favorable.

pamphlets have been exhausted some 
time ago. My recollection is that the 
arrests for drunkenness, disorderly con- 
duct, etc.. have been reduced about 90 
per cent and possibly 95 per cent now 
W"e have had quite a number of convic- 
tions, and the law is well enforced, with 
possibly the exception of Charleston, a 
seaport town within our State, which 
makes it very hard to enforce there. 


Your question as to how the original 


package coming into your State is han- 
dled, will say that the Uniteu States 
Government allows a man to order for 
his Own use as much as four and seven- 
eights gallons. We watch the express 
companies, and if he orders more than 
he can consume personally, we seize his 
package. 


In reference to the Germanic Brewing 


Company, will state that we have a. 
brewing- company in Charleston, S, C , 
and the State uses as much of this beer 
from this company as it can. All the 
surplus that this campany makes we 
give them shipping certificates 
and 


allow them to -ship beyond the limits 
of the State, but they can sell none of 
their stuff within the State t excep 
through the Dispensary 


We pay the United States Govern- 


ment a license for both State and Coun- 
ty 
For the State a wholesale license 


and for the county, a retail license. 
This we think _is an unjust tax, and we 
are asking the United States Govern- 
ment to relieve us of It, wnlcK I tnlnk 
will finally win. We hau some trouble 
with the illicit sale of liquor, but it is

"When matters shape themselves so 


that the government of the Islands may 
be decentralized," he said yesterday, "I 
will work in favor of It; I favored the 
measure before and was nominated on 
that platform. But who thought the re- 
sult would be as It was? 
"The actions of the Independent party 


In the Legislature during the present 
session convinces me, with everyone else. 
Jiat county government under such con- 
ditions would be disastrous. In the first 
place we would need money for Improve- 
ments, and the usual mode of procedure 
isvby bonding. If the affairs of the 
county were administered by reputable 
men there would be no difficulty met 
with In securing the necessary loan be- 
cause the status or character of the of- 
Iclals would have much to do with the 
credit of the country so long aa we do 
not control the lands. I am of the opin- 
ion that there will be disruption In the 
ranks of the Independents within a 
short time, certainly before the next 
election, and I believe there will be aa 
entirely different and more agreeable re- 
sult two years hence than we experienc- 
ed at the election last November. If I 
am correct In this, I believe we can elect 
men to county offices who will have the 
confidence of tb« people. 
Tou under- 


stand that I oppose centralized govern- 
ment, I have opposed Mr/Dole aa Pres- 
ident and Governor, but I would prefer 
to have things go on as they are than 
fly to evjls we are not quite sure about." 


COMMENT OF THE HERALD. 


The views expressed 
by Mr. Loeben- 


steln relative to county government will 
probably not be shared by the ituupiM. 
though there is some pretty sound logic 
in them. The idea of a continuation of 
centralized government, even for ft lim- 
ited period, is repulsive to most people, 
and a change is desirable. Whenever w- 
c£l government has been called fir In 
the past the press of Honolulu has 
laughed at Hilo for thinking it could get 
along efter the apron strings were sev- 
ered; a city so situated and the people * 
so surrounded by officials with almost 
unlimited power in the matter of orde> 
Ing Improvements has superior advan- 
tages over every other district or town 
in the Islands. Not content with secur- 
ing practically everytning that was ask- 
ed for they wanted to say what other 
towns should have and when. Hilo bad 
the nerve on one occasion to make a re- 
quest that the Government band be sent 
here so that the people who contributed 
toward Its support might have an oppo-- 
tunity to hear the music. The request 
was, met with jeers and a suggestion 
that If the people of Hilo wanted to pay 
the expenses of the trip, the band might 
come up—some time. And this state of 
affairs' has existed ever since the b-wd. • 
was organized. It is in history that It 
did come to Hilo once at the expense of 
the players^but If there is another In 
the twenty-flv6 years of its existence it 
has been blotted out by the ravages of 
time. Early in the present session of the 
Legislature it was mooted that the bill 
to discontinue the appropriation for the 
band would pass. Then, and not until 
then,did one of the papers come out and 
plead for a continuation of the organi- 
zation, 
promising 
that other towns 


might hear the music they paid for. 
That Is probably the last Hilo wfll ever 
bear from It, and in the future as in 
the past the people may do their own 
whistling. 
This is mentioned as only 


one, and probably the most unimportant 
evils of centralized government as it ex- 
ists here and Is mentioned merely to 
show bow the pulse' of Honolulu beats. 
If they want to dance In Honolulu let 
them pay the piper and toe best way 
for Hilo to get out of the expense la to 
ask for a change. The Herald does not 
believe Hilo is ready for city govern- 
ment, but county government Is f< 
fble and should be given the Islands, not 
one county for each Island, that win do 
for a little strip like Oahu, but let the 
counties on Hawaii be so divided as to 
make the transaction of business less 
irksome than under the present system.

It is said that there is likely to be a 
clash between the strikers and the 
shipping masters, as anything but a 
friendly feeling la at present existing 
between them. 
The strikers, however, say that under 
no consideration will they resort to 
force of any kind to help their cause. 
They declare, nevertheless, that the 
shipping masters are being employed 
by the steamship companies to secure 
men for them to take the place of 
strikers. The steamship companies re- 
serve the right to conduct their own 
business In the manner which suits 
them best, however, and are not tak- 
ing advice or Instructions 
from

strikers.

Alfred Stead of London, author of 


"South Africa" and 
v^hlna and Her 


Mysteries" and the son of William T. 
Stead, editor of Review of Reviews, is 
a guest at the Hawaiian hotel, having 
arrived on the Gaelic Saturday. He is 
accompanied by his charming. American 
bride, formerly Miss Mary kiaine Hus- 
sey of Indianapolis, known throughout 
Europe as "the beautiful American." 
Mr. Stead's bride Is certainly worthy 
of the appellation and will grace En- 
glish drawing rooms on her entree Into 
English society with the same success 
which has attended nearly all Ameri- 
can girls who have taken English hus- 
bands. 
Mr. Stead is a very modest young 


man, but the American newspaper In- 
terviewers have been able to cause him 
to talk freely of his literary work. That 
his mission to the Far East is impor- 
tant is evidenced by the deluge of re- 
porters which has greeted him ever 
since he landed upon American soil. At 
every stopping place the young man 
has been Interviewed upon the objects 
and purposes of his long trip. H!B rea- 
sons for remaining over In Honolulu 
are two-fold. He wishes to see Hawaii, 
of which he has read so much, and also 
to study labor conditions here. He win 
Inspect a number of sugar plantations 
on this Island and may possibly take 
a trip to Hawaii and visit the volcano. 
The results of his Investigations in Ja- 
pan and of the Japanese laborer in Ha- 
waii will be embodied in a book on 
which he is at present working, en- 
titled, "The Present Condition of Ja- 
pan." 


To an Advertiser reporter Mr. Stead 


said: 


"I am going to Japan to study the 


country commercially and diplomatical- 
ly. I was there some three years ago 
and therefore will be able to pursue my 
Investigations more rapidly than If I 
were going there for the first time. 


"Japan is going to make a big stand 


and declare Itself one of the first class 
powers. I had it from a Japanese of- 
ficial that this was going to happen. 
Furthermore, it was also stated to me 
that Japan also intended to declare her- 
self commercially right away, and I 
therefore became interested in the sub- 
ject. I am writing a book on Japan 
and the results of my investigations 


t will be embodied in that volume. 
| "Undoubtedly Japan within a year 
and a half is going to make a big bid 
for all the Eastern trade there is. They 
now ha\e their manufactories ready to 
run and they know exactly what to sup- 
ply the Eastern markets. With the 
rapid development of commercial and 
manufacturing enterprises which has 
been going on in Japan lately it is quite 
likely that the other Eastern Countries 
will be forced out of the commercial po- 
sition they now occupy Japan has 
every advantage on her side. She Is 
nearer ihe markets by 
3,000 to 5 000 


miles than the other powers, and that 
in itself Is the one great factor which 
Japan is eagerly taking advantage of. 
A= to m.Hprial« for h"r maniifa< tures 


she has them in abundance. Labor is 
cheap there; they have coal which Is 
cheaper, which makes it a combination 
for other nations to combat. Japan has 
very fine fleets of merchant vessels and 
they derive advantage from it, all the 
profits accruing to Japan and its people. 
The little brown men are going to make 
an effort to take away for themselves 
all the export trade to England and 
America. For that object the nation 
has been at work for years and the 
time Is now ripe for them to put their 
plan Into execution. 
"What effect would this have on Eng- 


land? Well, it would take away all her 
Eastern trade. The only way England 
can hope to keep her trade there is to 
wake up, but I am afraid the nation 
will be slow to see it this way. At 
present people do not realize what a 
power Japan Is. People never take Ja- 
pan seriously; they generally look up- 
on It as a nation from whence come 
curios. To my mind the matter is a 
very serious one. 


"The Japanese are Orientals them- 


selves and they know what goods are 
wanted in the Eastern markets. It Is 
absurd to think that England and 
America can supply the wants of those 
people better than the Japanese. Ac- 
cording to our standards our goods 
lay be better, but the matter must be 
considered entirely from an Eastern 
standpoint. There is the 
difference. 


To my mind, Japan is now In a posi- 
tion to absolutely control the Oriental 
commerce, and she can draw It away 
from knglandTand America. 


"Apart from the commercial stand- 


point, they are raising several of their 
ministers to ambassadors and are go- 
ing to make It known that they have a 
right to talk on international subjects, 
and they practically have the control- 
ling voice in Eastern matters. 


"It is Important that England and 


America take note of this fact^-Japan 
is not starting on this great project be- 
fore she Is ready. She Is all re^dy."

It marks the 
first step In the progress which will 
eventually make of Russia a Federal 
Government such as is that of the 
United States. 


"This law of the Emperor's was the 


cause of the recent student uprising In 
St. Petersburg. The trouble all arose 
out of an Incident at the University of 
Kieff. A student had become unpleas- 
antly involved In some scandal there 
and the other students held meetings to 
decide what should be done to protect 
their fellow 
student 
from notoriety. 


The dean of the university arrested a 
number of the students and the matter 
•was reported to the Minister of Public 
Instruction, who told it all to the Czar. 


"The Czar Is an Irresponsible, not 


very clever young man and he prompt- 
ly issued an order according to which 
all students who participate in njeet- 
Ings of any kind will be at once sant 
to the army for service of two or three 
years, as the case may be. At the pres- 
ent time the 12,000 university students 
of the Empire are exempted from army 


"Under this new law 183 students 


from the University of Kleff have been 
sent to the army. The new law Is un- 
constitutional, for while the Czar may 
cause a law to be made in one of two 
ways, the old law must first be repealed 
before a new law Is made. The old law 
exempted students from army service. 
It has not been repealed and the Min- 
isters of State were not consulted in 
the formation of the present obnoxious 
decree. 
"I have a letter from a woman of 


high rank in Russia In which she says 
that the public prosecutor at Kleff, the 
General 6f the Gendarmes and a mili- 
tary General who belongs to the com- 
mission appointed to draft the students 
have Joined In a memorial to the Czar 
in which they say that it is Impossible 
to condemn young men in this ruthless 
fashion. 
"The Ministers of State have also tak 


en up the subject. They have informed 
the Czar that this law cannot be en- 
forced. His decree will not be repealed, 
but the execution of it will n9t be at- 
tempted and the Kleff students will be 
quietly released. It Is the first time in 
the history of Russia that the Czar has 
ever been overridden." 


Prince Kroptkin said he does not 


think the Czar should be killed. 


"I believe the greatest foe to autoc- 


racy in Russia today is Nicholas II," 
he said. "He Is so stupid that he will 
make many mistakes. Every one of 
those mistakes will weaken his power 
and the power of the throne. If I 
thought he should be killed I would do 
my best to kill him. I do not believe 
in asking some one else to do what you 
would not do yourself." 
, 


Prince Kroptkin said he did not be- 


lieve the Czar was responsible for the 
calling of the Hague peace conference. 
He said he thought the Pope was at 
the back of the whole movement. 


"The Pope had a great friend at the 


Russian court," said the Prince, "in the 
person of one of the Czar's Ministers. 
The Pope did not think Emperor Wil- 
liam a suitable person to call the con- 
ference, so through his friend he pre- 
vailed upon the Czar to call it." 


Prince Kroptkin says letters that 


have come to him from Russia are to 
the effect that the general sentiment 
there Is against the acquisition of Man- 
churia. He says Russian public senti- 
ment Is boiling. The Czar will be ask- 
ed from time to time to make certain 
concessions in the direction of liberty. 
He will not have the good sense to make 
all the concessions that are demanded 
and trouble will result, 


NEW YORK, March SO.— A dispatch 


to the Journal and Advertiser from 
London Bays: 


With a petition of Doukobhor women 


begging to be allowed to join their 
husbands in Canada, Tolstoi has writ- 
ten the following letter to the Czar: 


"Tens of hundreds of Russia's best 


children suffer trials as heavy an'd evert 
heavier under the present religious 
persecution, that inconceivable mad- 
ness spreads wider 
and 
wider over 


Russia, but which enlightened men and 
the Government have long come to re- 
gard aa futile and stupid Injustice. 


"I have long felt It to be my sacred 


duty to efldeavor before I die to open 
your eyes to the senseless and horrible 
cruelties perpetrated In your name. 
This touching appeal of the Doukob- 
hor forces me to delay no longer. Thou- 
sands and thousands of men, deeply 
religious and thus representing the na- 
tion's truest and chiefest 
strength, 


have been brought to culn. Imprisoned 
in exile or driven forth from Russia. 


"Take this matter Into your hands 


Heed not the counsel of the men who 
Instigated the persecutions, heed 
not
